took place in his -bedroom the. day 
before he became unconscious. It 
•pertained to the necessity of keeping 
up the fight for honst elections. 


"That is fundamental for Demo- 


cratic government," he said, "I may 
not be here to see the fight won, but 
the Star will fight on with all its 
resources until the present rotten 
system is broken down." 


William •Rockhill Nelson was foun- 


der, owner and editor of the Kansas 
City iStar. -Although he did not en- 
ter the newspaper business until he 
was nearly. 40 years old, he brouglil 
to it such originality, ability and en- 
ergy that he built up one of 
the 


greatest newspapers; of , the country. 


Mr. Nelson was 
born in 
Fort 


\Vayne, 'Iridi, 'March 7, 1841. 
He 


came of two centuries of American 
ancestors. His maternal grandfath- 
er, William Rockhill, settled in In- 
diana when that state was a wilder- 
ness in 1819, and was the first fann- 
er in America to plant a thousand 
acres of corn. His father Isaac De- 
Groff Nelson, was identified with the 
upbuilding of the state,' and took ah 
active hand in its political life. 


William fRockhill Nelson was edu- 


cated at Notre Danle University. Al- 
ter a short experience as a youngster 
in cotton growing in Georgia just af- 
ter the war, he returned to Indiana 
and became a general contractor. He 
engaged in the building of 
roads, 


pavements, and bridges, and was 'as- 
sociated in a contract fpr: the con- 
struction of the Southern 
Illinois 
State Penitentiary^ 


Intense admiration for the reform 


work of 'Samuel J. Tilden 
brought 


him into contact 
'• with that great 


Democrat and when only 34 years 
old, he became Tilden's Indiana cam- 
paign manager. Interest in political 
leadership made .him. turn to news- 
paper work as the best way to influ- 
ence men in the mass. He bought 
an interest in the Fort Wayne Sen- 
tinel and a business reverse deter- 
mined him to devote all his time to 
journalism. 


He soon became, convinced 
that 


the opportunities in Fort Wayne were 
too small, and after looking the field 
over, he .decided; on Kansas City as 
the nipst ^promisingrrCity;, d> the-cpun- 


partner, Samuel' E:; "Moras,;; to^ make 
the venture with him. 
They , sold 


their Fort Wayne interest^, 'went 'to 
Kansas City, and started, The Evening. 
Star as a little; four page 'afternoon 
newspaper, on September 18, 1880. 
Mr.. Morss withdrew, from the. enter- 
prise after a few months 'on account 
of ill health, and Mr. Nelson con- 
tinued as sole owner and editor-in- 
chief.

Essentially a builder, he took an 


intense interest in "the development 
of the city. Almost from the first 
issue the Star urged the necessity of 
paving the streets, of getting a pari 
system, of building attractive houses, 
of planting shrubbery and trees. Mr. 
Neyson himself had the trees set 
along the first Kansas City •boule- 
vard. He was constantly instigating 
movements for city betterment. 


One of his achievements was the 


residence district which he laid out 
near his home as an example of what 
could be done toward city beautifica- 
tion. He built nearly a hundred 
modest houses along roads which he 
ined with stone walls covered with 
loneysuckles and crimson ramblers. 
He was intensely interested in fine 
pictures and he made a collection 
of reproductions of European master- 
pieces done by the best artists who

vants are paid such low wages that 
they must have liberal tips to live. 
With this in view, many men nowa- 
days in city restaurants hand out a 
half dollar tip. The travelling sales- 
man or impecunious traveller who 
can't play the game on this level is 
subjected to many annoyances. 


Pullman sleeping car porters, tes-

GERMANS REPORT 


BOMBS THROWN 


BY THE FRENCH 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TCLEGRAM) 


Berlin, April lo.— (By wireless to 


Suyville. N. Y.)—The German war- 
office has given out a report on tho 
progress of hostilities dated April 
1 >, which reads: 


"The French yesterday attacked 


near Berry An Bac and between the 
Mouse and the Moselle; near Maic- 
ery, which is east of Verdun; near 
JMarcheville, which is southeast of 
Maicery; on the front between !Maic- 
cry and Marcheville. and south of 
Hartruans-Weilerkopf. 
Everywhere 


they were repulsed. 


"The French are reported to have 


thrown 150 bombs upon the station 
and the foundry at Bruges, accord- 
ing to their own announcement. In 
reality nine bombs fell in the eastern 
suburbs of Bruges and 
two near 


Bruges itself without doing any dam- 
age. 


"German troops have thrown large 


quantities of bombs into Poperinghe, 
Pazebrouk and Kossel. towns occu- 
pied by British troops. 


"At a point nortneast of Suitpea, 


the enemy again has made use of 
projectiles developing an asphyxiat- 
ing gas. 


"There has been fighting day and 


night in the forest of Le Pretre in 
which the Germans slowly gained 
ground. 


"There has been no change in the

columns. They came to an end with 
the same result. An attack was be- 
gun at daybreak against the front, 
between Maizerey and Marcheville, 
but was repulsed with very consid- 
erable losses to the enemy.

MAINTENANCE OF 


EARTH ROADS IS 


MOST IMPORTANT 


From fifty to sixty thousand miles 


of the public highways iu this state 
must necessarily be improved, main- 
tained and ic-paired as ordinary earth 
roac'^and will be so managed for the 
next century or so. If it is the policy 
to Improve ten or twelve thousand 
miles of public roads Known as main 
market and 
inter-county highways, 


and if/tbe counties themselves under- 
take tne improvement of an additional 
ten or 
twelve thousand 
miles of 


county roads, there still will be be- 
tween fifty snd sixty thousand miles 
of ordinary roads that must be cared 
for by the townships. It is therefore 
quite apparent that careful consider- 
ation should be given to the study of 
the specific subject of earth roads. 


The proper maintenance of earth 


roads is unquestionably of very great 
importance. It has been-demonstarted 
the by the proper use of the 
road 


drag the 
minimum cost of main- 


tenance may be attained on such roads 
that 
have been properly drained, 


shaped and crowned. By the sys- 
tematic use of road drags earth roads 
have been maintained and kept in 
ifleal condition at an average cost 'of 
less than $10 per mile per year. Ac- 
cordingly, one hundred miles of such 
public thoroughfares, barring extra- 
ordinary conditions, can be kept in 
ideal condition for less than" $1,000 pev 
year. 
_ • 


The act of draining'such roads pre- 


serves' the crowns, fills depressions, 
and prevents the road bed from .be- 
coming water soaked. - Water is the 
natural enemy of any road, and eter- 
nal vigilance by systematic dragging 
is necessary to the end that an earth 
read may .be put in a condition imme- 
diately following eacli rain so that 
it will carry the water quickly from 
its surface 
during 
the succeeding 


rain. 
Township authorities 
should 


realize the necessity of perfecting an 
organization for carrying 
on such 


work, and-this organization should be 
perfected in the winter or early in the 
spring so that "work may be done as 
soon as the frost is out of the ground. 
All machinery should be thoroughly 
examined; tools and implements pro- 
perly repaired and made ready 
for 


use; machinery, toojs and implements 
purchased when necessary 
so that 


township officials will be 
ready 
to 


start the work as soon as weather 
conditions will permit. 


Ths introduction of road machines 


in the early SO's marked a consider- 
able change in the methods, and the 
advantages to be gained by the use 
of these machines were quickly rec- 
ognized and for a time general im- 
provement was very marked, but the 
misuse of road machines very quickly 
followed in the succeeding years, as 
there has been a tendency to use roasl 
machines in such manner,

It is a 
waste of money and actual damages 
result, because of a dusty condition 
produced and distribution of hardened 
particles of eaith which are calculated 
to resist wear. Tbe earth road must 
be handled 
while its 
surface is 


spongy if a solid crust is desired: a 
gravel road must be wet at the time 
of dragging, but a clay road cannot be 
dragged successfully when it is wet, 
but it must be moist.

neath the surface removed, they would 
be ideal.

REQUEST TO RESIGN 


Also Deny Any Question of Politics 


la Action—Price Will Not 


Teach in O. S. V. 


Columbus, April 14.—Action 
of 


the trustees of Ohio State Universi- 
ty in relieving Homer C. Price, Lick- 
ing county man, as dean of the col- 
lege of agriculture, which automati- 
cally will remove him as member of 
the state agricultural 
commission, 


and proposing to retain him as pro- 
ressor of rural economics has result- 
ed in an open breach between the 
dean and the trustees. 
Dr. 
Price 


emphatically says that he will not 
accept a professorship. 


The trustees assert that the ques- 


tion of the deanship never has had, 
and has not now, any connection 
with politics. 
Neither present state 


administration nor the former one in 
any way affected or influenced the 
action of the university trustees, ac- 
cording to Carl E. Steeb .secretary 
of the board.

Even before Lincoln was laid in his 


tomb the nation «as plunged ntresh 
into the turmoil of war uud war 
alarms. General Sheiman was vir- 
tually accused of ti e.isou m the matter 
of making terms -uith the Confeder- 
ates for the surrender of Johnston's 
large army. 
Grant was sent to the 


front to relieve Sherman. The fleeing 
Confederate government was being 
pursued for fear a new stand would be 
made in the mountains or beyond the 
Mississippi. Andrew Johnson stepped 
into Lincoln's shoes and was instantly 
at odds \vith his cabinet and col- 
lerfgues. 
Grant vras "the man. of the 


hour,'' upon whom the public reJied to 
restore order, but even Grant was 
checked by red tape aud a veiled 
jealousy and hostility -which often tied 
his hands. 


The ink was barely dry uppn Lee's 


treaty of surrender when Sheridan 
was ordered to gather his forces and 
proceed to the Mexican border and pre- 
pare for a new war with the forces of 
Maximilian. For three years following 
the end of the Confederacy and the 
death of Lincoln jinxiety and misgiv- 
ings ruled the nation, not to be dissi- 
pated until the election of Grant, "the 
man on horseback.'' to the White 
House in 1SGS. 
Grant's sword took 


the place of Lincoln's wisdom and hon- 
esty as the guarantee of national life 
and-.saf ety. J^'erer -was the saying "The 
king is dead; long live the king." more 
applicable than^in the Dnited.States in 
ISto. -Grant -was the new ting, though 
uncpnsecrated and unenthroned. The 
verdict upon. Lincoln, was that he had 
wrought honestly arid nobly, but time 
alone could determine the enduring 
value of his labor. Not until the twen- 
ty-fifth anniversary of his death was 
there a national ^movement to com- 
memorate his life -work by celebrating 
his birthday. 


Lincoln's Closing Bays. 


The last sis months of Lincoln's ca- 


reer in the executive chair were nota- 
bly eventful, 
in >ovember. 1SC4. he 


was re-elected upon his record as war 
president of three and a half years. 
His re'-eiettion had not been ti foregone 
conclusion. Such was the demand for 
a military mau that General Grant had 
been impelled u declare that he would 
not be a candidate. Genera! McClel- 
lan ran on an anti-war platform, aud. 
although his electoral vote was light, 
he drew ti surpi ising popular vote-* 


That the people of the north were 


tired of the v.ar was evident in spite 
of Lincoln's triumph at the polls oil a 
ringing war pl.itform. 
In order to 


prove' his desire for peace he yielded 
to the pressure of the hour and met 
Vice President Stephens of the Con- 
federate states at Fortress Monroe, in 
February. 3SU.3. to arrange the prelimi- 
naries of negotiations. His firm avow- 
al that thc b,l=is of such negotiations 
must he the 31; omission of the south 
ended the conference, and from that 
time on the problem of conquering 
peace and rcbiojing tue relations of the 
sections absoiLcl his heart and mind. 
His thought. Iiis hope, his conviction 
were epitomred in that marvelous in- 
augural addrt--s of March 4. when he 
surpassed not < ;ily himself, but all the 
classics 
of 
Aniericnu political elo- 


quence- One .ipcrimen suffices to stamp 
its tone and pr.ver:
